Theab3ence of a promenade, how- 
ever, docs not appear to affect the health, if 
we are to jucge by the statistics, for out of 
about one thousand patients received since 
the boat was first opei:ed there have been but 
feurtten deaths. Our contemporary, after a 
very clcsc inspection of all parts of the vea- 
cel, says ha has visited many hospitals in 
different places and in the field, bnt in nouu 
of Ihem has he found cuch good order, disci- 
pline, acd system as in this one. Dr. Ojter- 
lony for nearly two years wa3 quartered in 
this city, Bad to professional sltiU of the high- 
set gri.de he addc that sympathy and patience 
which eminently qualify bin for the dis- 
charge of the duties to which ha is as- 
signed. The Ledger tpeaka in terms of 
tho highe.lt commendation concerning the 
aeeistert surgeons, Drs. Oaopor and Shield J, 
ef New Albany, and Dr. Eidrldge, for 
meiiy of Al.-.bema, a man who was a Union

flan Cboplein, father W. V. Daniel, whoso 
sole attention is given to the spiritual 
welfare and ecmijrt of the sick an!

The growth of tho Felted S'at»? is the 
wonder of the world. Nothing like it is re- 
corded In authentic history. To foreign n-.- 
<iors this growth h known almost eiolaaiv>-ly 
by the increase of our population, or the ap- 
nearanse of American sbipfl in tliesir port) 
Bur when wo come to investigate the ability 
of the nation to incur extraordinary expense, 
or to pay an accnmnlating d»bt, the quentioa 
is not eo much one of population aa of indu.i- 
try and prodaciveness. It is a qnes'.ion ;>f 
the rate at wbich the nation increases in 
wrelth and ref ource*. TWs problem his ec ireo- 
ly Icen investigate! at ail, and is uudorstood 
by few. To meet the qietstion of tuo abuuf 
of this nation to pay its present and future 
wardebtwith promptness, and without the 
leaft dif tress or doubt, we propose to exicsine 
tbete points: 1. What is tbe wealth of the 
r.atiot? 2 At what rate dor-s it iacraM;? 
3 Whs*, is its proportion to tho debt? 

1 What is the wealth of the nat'nn? 
Wealth is all the avpilable property of tbe 
country — lands, honces, preeions raca's, and 
rcmes'ic anima's and instruments for the em- 
ployment cf labor and to make l&uas p - oiuc- 
liie. In some countries, as in Holland and 
Belgium, there is a coDsrder vbie drawback on 
many of these, from the fict that tfcere if little 
rr no mruhet for them, except for the use of 
tbo:e who bold them. Tons, a m«n who 
I uil«'s a bonce in Amsterdam do°s not expect 
toseil it for what it cost; he builds u for h s 
own use. In this c-.notry it is exaorly the re- 
verse. Every man »xpe - jts to get more forhia 
property than itccsts, and in nine cases out of 
ten is justified by the e*er>t. In a couatry 
wteie foreign immigra'ioa is ioamenao and 
tbe natural growth rapid, the matkot is al- 
w»ys arisirg one, ar.d all species of property 
is marketable. Henco, in valuing the prop- 
erty of tbe country there is no drawback from 
tlo watst cf sale, or the pcisibla fall of values 
The property of tbe nation in ona year is 
woTth more than it was appraised at the pre- 
ctdirg yccr. I f , therofove, we can find a fair 
valuation of tbe property of the couv»ry, ttrtt 
valnntion ie a perfectly scfe stttndari to aecer- 
tain tbe wealth of ibc taliou. 

It is only recently that auy attempt ha3b»en 
made to value the property or wealth of na- 
ticis. In this country, the only vataatiDns 
wo have ere in the censner-s of 1850 and I860; 
hut theee are ennugh to establish both tho 
ectu.il valnti of property and the rate of in- 
crease. The valuations are very well proved, 
by corresponding nearly with several S'ate 
va'natlc" e, which r.re ms«.e for tbo pnrposst 
of taxation. For r-xemDle: the lacreaso of 
wealth in the State of Ohio, given In thi Uni- 
ted Stated rer>eu:c-B of 1850 and 1860, cocapired 
very ncirly with that piven by the Auditorof 
State sndComm'asioner of Statistic, whie.u is 
know n to give very near theac.aal salable valao 
of property. Wt>, thTeforo, tt3jume t :.e vala- 
ation of property of this country given in tho 
ccEBusee of 1850 and 1860 to bs substantially 
correct. Taking, then, only thy BUtea and 
Territories now in poitetiion of tht Vnit'd 
Stattt government (although for the ultimili 
payment cf tbe debt, we have a right to as- 
sume tbat we shall recover the whole property 
of the nation), the following ork'f table will 
show our wealth iu 1860: 
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The problem of wealth, estimated by the 
cash standard of value, is solved. Th-3 actual 
wealth of tbe ccuntiy on the 1st of July, 
lfctO, was eleven thousand four hundred and 
ten nillior s, ir.cludiug in this only the States 
and Territories cow in ac'ual possession of 
the government. On the same day tho we»Uh 
of the entire country was sixteen thoua.nl 
orn bnudred and fitty-niue millions ($16, 15*,- 
000 C00) Hence the entire wealth of the 
States now in rebellion, including portions of 
Louisiana, Arkansas, Virginia, Norto Caro- 
lina, etc., now in our control, was bat four 
tboursnd sevrn bund'ed laillions, and of tun 
Burr not less than one and a balf thousand 
mi lietis was in slaves. The cational wealtb. 
by tbe rates of 1860, was in feet three-fold 
tbi t of the rebel Confederacy. If we take 
trim the list half e.f Virginia and Liniciaia, 
Tnlly in cur ccntiol, tbe value of tbe Confed- 
eracy is bnt threw a' d a half tboos^nd mil- 
lion ; SO that the wealth of .he loyal country 
ia reeily four timer, that of tbereb'is. 

We find that the decen-'ial increass w.i3 127 
per ce?r, and the annual increase 12 7; ao thit 
tbe four j ears from I860 to 1864 give au in- 
crt -o of 50 per cent. On this b.sis t'ro ac ual 
w.clth cf the Iota! Spates aid Territories on 
tbe let July, 1861, would he sixteen thousand 
six hundred millions ot dollars ($16,600 000 • 
C00), equal to that of the entire nation in 1860. 
But seme one may say that tbs condition of 
tbe warbaaditninished tbe inoieaje of wealth. 
Seme consideration will make it evident that 
if this ie true at all, it is only ia a very m.vl- 
eiite dtgree. Ww prices ore always high 
piices, acd high prices — s»ch high pricis a; 
we- low have^— stimulate production t«a vast 
.extsnt. The termer maafges eomehow tj 
sow as niaey acres and re*.p as larg^ h irve3t3 
it ever, hod we not ouly feed our a:mies ar 1 
bonte ponn'n'ion, but continue to feed a good 
psrt of Europe besides. 

Bat let us Icok at some oth-r conaidor* 
tiene: 1. With the rzeeptloo of T^uaesae'e 
acd Mieeouri, the loval cnantrv has felt nono 
of the deetiuction of w.ir. 2. A large pirt 
of tbe increase of wealth was do» to imtui- 
gratioD, and that contioues as fires", aa ev?r, 
ard gees exclusively to tho loyal Sia'cs. 3 
Tte production ot the gold and silver miae3 
is far greater than it waojn 1860 4. A large 
proportion ot ih. increase is in tho new 8t=ttL-3 
atd Teiritories, which are still increasing 
very rapidly. 5. All the t>a> meats of the war 
are Bade to cur own people, and, with tho 
exception cf wastage, the war his drained no 
wealth from tbe conntry 

Bnt suppose our national wealth AeCS not 
befMM ae mpidly as in time of peoca, tbe 
gain is ucdoublediy suffioieatly 0Mt to d-m- 
otetroto tte correctness o? our position. 

What is the proportion of otbtto the wealth 
of tte Cfjuntr> ? The debt created by ta r »o 
years and aqiarterot war, frosu April, 1831, 
to July, 1861 (exelusivs of the bgal-teaoe- 
nottp, .which, be mg tbe currency of the coun- 
try, will continue cu ; ), wait thirteen hundred 
miilions. This is not marly the iacrea-7od 
wealth of the country. If ». e should suppose 
tbe war to go cn from two to six years long- 
er, the arJdi.ioBa! debt wiil bj ltsa tban -ii.- 
cr.'nrsl iccreasn of its values. ITrom tnesa 
(Mil 'he fallowing deductiens are inevitable: 

1. That, even with a conEideriibly dimia- 
iebtd incirase of wealth, thecouutry Ciia Cir- 
ry cn wer :cr an indefinite period, stud con- 
tn ually increase its wealth. 

2. That ihe rerourcec a id progress of the 
caHcn are so groat acd inexhaustible that 
nry public debt created by this or any ordi- 
nary war can be paid, principal and interest, 
wiibnutarjy serious buraen on th* people. 

3 TI at, therefore, the puMic Inans of the 
Cr.i'ed States are, and will remtin, unim- 
peachably secure, through auy period ot war, 
acd bring good interest. They are the best 
investments wbich lenders can have in any 
pnblic securities.

Cuiluren are Wealth. — Many ara de- 
terred from marriage for fear of the exponsj 
of supporting a family. It is a great mistake 
A single mrn spends more in suppers and ci- 
gars than tvould support a wite. Few men 
lay by much until they havo attained the ob- 
ject to lay by for, and thu» it comes to pas3 
that a family is now, as anciently, the bent of 
hostages to fortuno, and nore are 60 much to 
be trusted as those who have the largest fam- 
ilies. Still, as a family increases around a 
maD, he is very apt to feel as if five or six chil- 
dren were n constant drain upon hie etforte nt 
accumulation, and that children were poverty 
instead of wealth. But it is not so, at least 
in every respect, or even on tho largest and 
broadest sort of scale. 

Thus, for instance, ia a national pobit of 
view, our firet nicthed of estimating the great- 
ness of States, is by the number and rapid in- 
crease of inhabitants. Every child h?ro. in 
tbo United States makes the nation so much 
the more rr-epetcted abroad and powerful at 
home, eo much the mere wealthy and intelli- 
genr, for en the avrrace each citizen produces 
more of tho wealth than he consumes, and in 
Korre department or other adds to the accumu 
lating Hock of wisdom and experience. Now 
a nation is bnt a great family, fo may wo best 
tcet orr views of what is be*t for a family by 
wh^.t is good fi,r a nation. 

Children arc weak and need support when 
the parents are ctrong to sappori them, ia or- 
der that tbey may be strong when parents aro 
weak, end able to protect them, and thus is 
made up that brndle of strength rrhich a Urge 
family ever generates. Each witcly brought 
up on. i well educated child is the boet of all 
investments of a parent's wea'th of money, of 
nft'ection, and of effort. Happy still is tho 
man that hath bis qniver full of them. Tney 
nre a« arrows in tho hands of the mighty. 

Children keep a man young He who' min- 
gles enfy vith those who aro older than hirn- 
eelf roon grov.s old; but ho who accustoms 
himself to min r le largely and freely with those 
jounper tban he, as surprisingly retaius his 
youth. 

It is tie remark of Bulwer, c rtainly ono 
of the clotest «ud be^t observers of human na- 
ture, that it i: a good s : gn for a young man 
'o love the Bccicty of men who ar> older than 
himself ard lor au old man to love the cooi- 
pextj of those who are younger. It i) thus 
that youth requires tho experience and wisdom 
cf ape, end tbst ago retains the vigor, fresh- 
net s, ar.d elasticity of youth. Children havo 
in themeelves a fund of weitlrh in tho over- 
flowing atfections which God h« given them, 
whieh tboy impart to aU who cme near Old 
havo much to do with them. If they call out 
the energy of man an'd make him work hard 
in the hours of business, they relax find re- 
fresh him with their warmth an! geniality and 
absence of cere in tho hours of relaxation and 
of throwing it off. 

'I here is manv a father fearful kc shall not 
l.c «blo to give his son so good an education, 
cr so good a start in life as ho had or as he 
cr.bld deeirt , if there is a large family to share 
hie savings. But there is thti best of all sorts 
of titration in tbe ntttiburieit of a large fam- 
ily. Franklin bids a joun,; inaa who would 
marry well to t-void only daughters, but select 
bis wite cut cf a largo family, because there 
arc a thoufur.d rough edges of temper that net 
rubbed t.B bv the mutual actios of a uttmber 
of young peop'e on each other.

Gentlemen: It wiil not be in mv power to 
tttend tbo meeting at Albany on Wcdnas lay, 
but I hope beforo tho campaign closes to have 
tbe privilege of addressing my old friends at 
tho capi<al. Without undertaking to dictate 
to others, I bad maikcd out a course which it 
seemed to me tbe part of patrioti m to pur»ue. 
While war was racing, and no Presidential 
canvass wes pending, I endeavored to givo to 
the Lead of the government a cordial and ua- 
restr*ed support.

The representatives of the D. mncratic party, 
wi.h wise feibearunec, had deferred tho nomi- 
nation of cacoidatca until the 4.h of July, 
scmo two months later than the usual tirao, 
i.rd afterwards, in conjuncion with conserva- 
tive men of other parties, had again postponed 
the coti mencemcnt of the csnvasa until tie 
end of August, ill ua having barely timo for 
the delegates from distant Sta'ea, like Califor- 
nia and Oregon, to attend tht couvontiou and 
return homo to participate in the election 
Under such circurtstanc cs the name of Gen- 
eral McClellan, a Hied and able soldier, a 
cultivated and accotr plished gentleman, acd 
a thorough patriot, has been presented in op- 
position to his own wnhcs,for the Chief Mag- 
istracy.

Much 
ossociation with the American people aad 
hourly observation of their intelligence, cour- 
age, tnd sagacity, inspires mo with entire 
faith as to their action now. Tney will, as 
heretofore, pour foi th their blood and treas- 
ure without stint to put down tho rebellion. 
Tley will bold up tho hands and strengthen 
the hearts of those gallant soldiers, Grant, 
Sbetnian, Mc&dc, Hancock, Smith, Blair, 
Granger, Thomas, Rojecrar.s, Sheridan, Kil- 
it: rick, Stoneman, Averill, and their asso- 
ciates; and those enterprising sailors, Farri- 
gut, Poiter, Wicslow, Dupont, Worden, 
Dreytcn, and ethers.

peace on the basis of the Union and the Con- 
stitution. Such a man is Gen McClellan, and 
I crnnot allow myself to doubt that the loyal 
pcepte of the United States will call him to 
the discbargo of this, as well aa all the otl cr 
grave ..uties that buiong to, the Cu.of alogia- 
trwy. The overthrow of D-vis*nd his asso- 
ciates at Riehmoud, will soon follow, mi 
peuce once more smile on our districted coun- 
try.

THE TAINT OP DISUNION. 

I will not vote for awan, no, noi if be were 
my own brother, who had lain with me ia 
tbe womb of ro« motbrr. on wham there Is 
the.ie&rt ebadow ef eurpicion of disunion. — 
R'V O W Bethune, D.D , in tht Academy of 
'llviic, N. Y, I860. 

To learn the real seniimenfs of tho mtn for 
wbcm we are etked to vote, we mnst look 
hack to tbe opinions tbey avowed and de- 
fended before they carao before the country 
asking fcr its highest offices. Then they were 
order no temptations to conceal their own 
opiciens, nor to avow others. What they 
were then they are now, unless tbey have re- 
tracted their declarations of political senti- 
ment. The leaders of the party now in power 
are acd r.lways have been DiscaioKisM— men 
who believe in Ibe right of secession, and the 
duty of disunion on account of slavery. 

This will ba reaeUiy teen from their own 
writings eLd speeches. 

1. Aiibahax Lincoln. In the House of 
Representati-tv, while a member of Congress, 
Mr. Llneeln eilrl in a speech: 

A ry people anywhere, being inclined and 
hhvirg the power* havo the right to rise no 
and shake off tbe existing goveiavneat, anil 
form a new one that toils them better. Nor 
is this right confined to eases where tbe people 
of sn e-xisticg government may choose ti 
txeiciEO it. Any portion of such people that 
csn may revolutions, putting down a mi- 
nority ictei mingled with ornear about them, 
who may oppevse them. 

This declaration of eentiment, Mr. Lincoln 
bus rever modified ncrretr&ct<d;ana the man- 
ner in wh'ch be heia conducted the war, the 
rerrovel of Generals when they wern about to 
cchieve great success, his frequent interference 
with mtlttsry tdars, his abandonment of the 
cocetitu'icB forth#Uwof his ownwill, hisre- 
constiuviinn p ans bseed on the State snicide 
theory of Charles Sumner, bis neglect to at- 
tempt any negotiations with any power other 
tban Jt ffereon Dsvis.and his refusal of those ex- 
sept only on the basis of abolition — so that be 
prcpcscB, in effec'.anegreement between him- 
self end the Richmond dynasty, to consider 
tbe constitution dead, and tbe Union gcr«, 
atd to reconstruct a new government- 
all this, coupled with tbs fact that ho has 
never mcdifitd cr explained his old secession 
doctrines, abundantly jnetiSes the belief that 
he is deeply tainted wi'h Dissnion. If he is 
"honest old Abe," te believes now what he 
tdvocated ia tho prime and vigor of his life — 
the right of secession in a S'.a*e, county, or 
town I Has hecctcone everything the human 
power can invent to make Union difficult, 
even itiipoes!b!6? We are hopelessly divided 
if bis plans are sustained by the psoplo. • 

2. William H. Seward. Ia 1856, Mr. 
Sewarl, predic^icg civil war betTre-'U tti9 
North end South, raid: 

••Tbett tbe frreStates end Slav- Stales of the 
Atlen'ic, divided f.nd war,iog with eaoh oth- 
er, wnuM disgun tbe free S'ategcf the Paaifii) 
end thty would have abundant cause and jus- 
tification fcr withdrawing from a union p ro . 
cuctive no longer of peece, safety, s^rj, liberty 
to the mcclvea." 

"In ]<?"-0, Senator Halo ^r'essnted two peti- 
tions — "praying that wnio plan ba devised 
fcr the di»80fu<ie» of the American Union," 
This pniiion received three votes— J. P. Hale, 
W. H. Seward, S. P. Ohasa." 

3. Tbb "Riri'tjiiLtcAKb" in Massachusetts. 
After the election of James Buchanan to the 
P.-ct Ideccy, a disunion coavention'was callad 
in tbe following woreis:

"RtEpc'jtfully Invite onr folio w-eltizeai of 
Ke2-acbncstta to meet In con rentiau at Wor- 
cester, on Tbureday, January 15, to cansidsr 
the practicabijity, probability, and expediency 
cf a teptralion between tbe free and slave 
Stater, acd to take ensh other measures es tho 
condition cf the times may rt quire."

Tho 
people seemed to think, and 60 did he, that hij 
gteateBt powers were wit, hunor, fancy, poe- 
tiy, eloquence. He had all these, but his 
chief power was none of these; it was argu- 
mf nt, logic, stern, inexorable, cast-ateei logic. 
His other powers, great as they were, served 
but as adornments of fie Hmbs of his giant- 
lcgic.

On Saturday at midnight he b.»d driven them 
from Mouat Jackson or Third Hill, but was 
nnable to bring on a general engagement, as 
his cavalry was employed else sobers, and it 
was therefore impossible to hold the fleet- 
footed ecamperors. The rout from Win- 
chester has been complete as far down as 
Newmarket on the lower edge of Shenandoah 
county; every town contained a rebel hos- 
pital, and the roads were filled with aban- 
doned muskets. The rebel army is disorgan- 
iied, a very large majority of its officers are 
prisoners, and the remnant is running not for 
a stronger position but for final escape. Gen.

corps, went in on the centre and right, mads 
the victory decisive and brilliant. Be- 
tween two and three thousand rebels threw 
down their arms, and twenty cannon were 
captured. Eirly's army wa9 nearly 25,000 
strong, and very nearly half of it is in our 
hands as prisoners. "Ou to Lynchburg!" is the 
enthusiastic cry of the victors, and their ad 
vance, when last heard from, was at Harri 
sonburg, the county town of Rockingham, 
and about seventy- fire milas from the ob 
j ective poin*, where the last hope of rebel 
supplies will be destroyed. Heaven speed 
the onward march of Sheridm and his hero 
ic legions I 

Dbath of Tn; mas P. Marshal,!. — The Hon. 
Thomas F. Maiahall died on the 22d instant 
at his leeidence, near Versailles, Woodford 
county, Ky., aged, we think, abaut sixty-four 
years. 

Mr. Marshall's name is a familiar thing 



throughout tbe nation. He was a wild and 
wayward tf.au of talent and genins. In his 
youth he was a steady and m?st earnest 
student, devoting himself to the various 
branches of a classical education and discip- 
lining his mental powers with extraordinary 
diligence and success by way of preparation far 
the grand arena of life, where intellect encoun- 
ters intellect and mind grapples with mind. 
Men who heard him speak at the age of twenty 
bad no doubt that h9 would live, if spared by 
Providence, to be ono of the maatar-spirits of 
the country. And, had he been true and 
just to himself and to the high and nobla 
faculties veuchsafed to him by God, he 
would have fulfilled all the loftiest expec 
tations entertained of him. But he met 
in early manhood with a keen and bitter 
disappointment, which, deeply stinging his 
sensitive, impatient, and proud nature, and 
blasting, as by a flash of lightning, what he 
regarded as his great life hope, caused him to 
seek relief by quaffing at the poison-fount at 
which millions of gifted epirits have bjwed 
and died. 

But Thomas F. Marshall's spirit did not 
perish. His genius was like Greek fire; noth- 
ing could quench it. Though hs never whol- 
ly overcame for any gre?.t length of tinr 
even by his meat resolute and determined ef- 
forts, his one unfortunate habit, he bisim- a 
very distinguished man. He pursued the 
practice of law in this city for several years 
commencing perhaps in 1831, bat with only 
partial success, his irregularities being an ob- 
stacle that even his great abilities could not 
wholly surmount. It was chiefly as a polit- 
ical speaker that he distinguished himeelf 
here, and unquestionably he reigned without 
a rival. Every man who lived here then and 
etUl survives has a vivid and glowing remem- 
brance of his displays of power. Men think 
of him and mneo upon him as he appeared bo 
them in tbe long past, and they fancy them 
selves gtz ; ng upon a bright star seen throngh 
a golden haze. He was sent by this city 
to the State Legislature, we think in 
1834, and in that body he made many 
speeches, some of which would have been re- 
garded as great and remarkable in any delib 
erative or other assemblage in the world. 
Some yearB afterward he went from the Ash 
land District to Congress, and, by his brilliant 
though erratic displays in that body, ho at- 
tracted the attention of the country, and, al- 
though he probably failed, from personal and 
political aberrations, to exerciss any vory 
great influence, he at least commanded uni- 
versal admiration, mingled in moat instances 
with deep regret that smb. noble intellectual 
energies as he po3seesed should not make 
their eagle-home ia the high, pure air of 
truth and patriotism and statesmanship, In- 
stead of stooping eo often among the thick 
fogs and the reeking fens of reckless and 
even narrow partisanship. 

We never in onr lives listened to an orator, 
who, in onr opinion, had greater resources in 
debate than Tbos. F. Marshall. They were 
inexh&nBtibl?, and rendered him unconquer- 
able.

COMPAHY 0, SlXTB KENTUCKY INFABTET— At 

the first breaking oat of the rebellion, when 
there were bat fow men to breaat the storm 
of prrjulice which ra^ed in Kentucky, nine- 
ty. eeven peed and trie men congregated in 
the city of Covington, left their loved ones 
and their homes on July 19, 1861, roporied 
for duty at Camp Joe Holt, and, on Sept. 17, 
under the gallant Rousseau, stood a" Camp 
Nevin as an impenetrable barrier to the ad- 
vance ot Buckne: upon our city. Wo have 
not time to enter upon a detailed history of 
thiB company; auffice it to say, it wa? raised 
by C9pt. Martin at Covington, and wan the 
first to offer itself in defence of Louisville. 
After a period of eome threa months, it wai 
brigaded and made a portion of the 6'.d Ken- 
tucky infantry, Uon. W. 0. Whitaker"3 old 
regiment. It accompanied the regiment to 
the mountains cf Lima county, thence to the 
Ohio river, and by stramboat went to Pain- 
tab. From this date the history of Company 
C is a part and parcel of the record of the 6th 
Kentucky. It bad the honor of being at the 
trkiog of Nashville, whon Gen. Nelson aa- 
ctnded the Tennessee river, took poseeasion of 
the city, lowered the rebel flag from the proid 
cipital of the State, and elevated the love I 
eld banner. It then went throngh Tennessee, 
and, in consequence of Nslaon'a foresight, 
arrived just in time to Siva Grant's 
army trom defeat at Shilob. Ia that 
hotly ccntes'ed fight tho 6th Ken'ueky, na- 
de-r the galiant Wbittaker, covered icseM 
wUh glery. It web afterwards ia the van of 
foe eba-e after Bmgg through Kentucky, »nd 
a that fierce and furioun fight at Stone Riv- 
er; again in tho advance upon Taliahoma, a*, 
the cap'.ure of Chattanooga, and at tho bloody 
straggle at Dead Man's River; then ia that 
perilons pontoon expedition in which it ran 
the grummet, and decided the question of ra- 
tions or no rations. Then at Mission Ridge, 
tho campaign through Eiat Tennessee, and 
lag:, though not least, the Georgia and At- 
lanta campaigns. Its hardships and sutfer- 
iegs are eloquently shown in the fact that 
tte original ninety seven are reduced to twen- 
ty-fcur, a sad but an honorable record. The 
rcmL&nt of the brave company were not mns- 
t!f<d oat of service until the 24th instaat.and 
are til in oar city waiting to be paid off. 
We trust that the earliest attention will bo 
exitndedl'o their wants, that they may ratura 
to ikeir homes as spsedily as possible. 

Gcbrillas at Adaibuvills. — Abont ten 
d»ya ago, Lieutenant West, a retired army 
officer, secured ihe necessary permits for ob- 
taining goods, and established a country 
store at the little village cf Adairaviile, not 
far from the Kentucky and Tennessee line. 
The evening of the very day on which he 
opened his store, a gang of guerilla thieves 
paid him a visit, and robbed him of goods to 
the amount of nearly $400. Wcot bore his 
loos like a man, bnt concluded to be prepared 
to defond bis property on future occasions. 
He secured three guna and sufficient amuni- 
tion,and kept the fire-arms in constant readi- 
ness for immediate use. He had two clerks 
employed to assist him in the store, and the 
three pledged themselves to stand by each 
other to the last in case of an encounter. On 
Wednesday last, the gang of thirteen guerillas 
that made the first raid on Adairsville repeat- 
ed their vieit, and honored the storo of West 
w ; th the first call. They expected no resistance 
' to be offered against their designs, and there- 
fore were taken completely by anrprlse when 
the windows of the store-room were raised, 
and a discharge of fire arms was heard. Mr. 
West and hie two clerke fired so effectively 
that the robbers were driven from the place in 
a eadly demoralized condition. One of their 
Lumber »as shot dead, and another mortally 
wounded. The prompt menner in which Mr, 
West acted has resulted in much good to 
Adairsville. The citizens have organized for 
heme defence, and are determined to rcsis: 
in fatnre all agressions made by robbor 
gangs. They are well aware, th»t, If the gue- 
rillas should quietly bo permitted to eater th^ 
town again, property would bu destroyed 
and perhaps life eacriticed, aa the thieves hnvo 
announced that they would retaliate for 
the shooting of two of their nambor. It is 
to be hoped that the citizens of Adatrsvlllu 
will not permit themselves to be surprissd, 
and thus afford the outlaws an opportunity to 
carry their threats into exacntiou. Lot them 
always be on the alert, and shoot down th<3 
thieving scoundrels as they would a pick of 
raverouD wolves. 



A Good Abrangsmknt. — Two commis- 
sioned officers bt>ve been detailed to ran on 
the mail eteaaicrs plying' between Louleville 
and Evaneville, to grant permits and enforce 
the trade regulations as established by Gea. 
Ewisg along the river. Capt. Ashcrafi, of 
the 26th Kentucky volunteers, makes rsguUr 
trips with the Tarascon, and Lieut. T. J. 
Cherry, of the 12th Kentucky cavalry, oper- 
ates on beard the Morning Star. Both are 
ever gentlemen and efficient officers, atten- 
tive to duty. This arrangement ia a very 
good one, and will prove of great advantage 
to the people residing in the counties border- 
ing on the river. They act under tho in- 
structions of Mejcr Whito, chief of permit 
department, and issue permits in his name. 

Ccbbictios.— Wo were in error yesterday 

morning,:n noiitircg the opening of W. Sco t 
Glore's establishment, in saying, that, on ex- 
amination, no criminality was f j nn I attached 
to the management. General E wing author- 
izes us to eay that Mr. Gloro was found guilty 
of rr-pcated violations of order J la selling pe- 
riodicals interdicted in this district. He was 
allowed to open on taking the oath of alle- 
giance and giving bond. The General wants 
it distinctly uaderjtood that any violation in 
future of military orders prohibiting trade in 
interdicted publications will be severely pun- 
ished. All such persons will be arrested and 
their stores permanently closed.

Dis- 
tinguished speakers have been invited, and 
will be present

Peace Pbomsiticss. — The Washington R 
pubiioao, one of the Administration organ?, 
states that there are good grounds for the re- 
cent report that Jeff Davis had made proposi- 
tions for peaco over his own signature. It 
learns from a source so reliable that it be- 
lieves the statement, that Mr. Jacob Thomp- 
son, ex-Secretary of the Interior, now aid- 
ing at Niagara Falls, received a few days 
since a proposition from Jefferson Davis, to 
bo f ubraitted to onr Governmen', for a peace- 
able settlement of the present difficulties. 
He proposes that the rebel armies shall 
Ir.y dovn their arms, return to their alle- 
giance to the United States, and that the 
Union of the States shall be preserved as for 
merly. Slaves that have been mado free dar- 
ing the rebellion to remain so, but slaves 
tow in slavery in the rebellious SUtes to re- 
main ao. 

The Republican does not learn that he 
makea any proposition about disposing of the 
enormous debt incurred by tks Booth. This 
letter of D.;vi3 was handed, on Maoday last, 
to a responsible and wealthy manufacturer, 
a Democrat, of New York Slate, who left Ni- 
egara on that day cn route for Washington 
city. If he has arrived there, ho has not yot 
communicated with the Government. That 
euch a le'-er exists, and is in the hands of 
a party authorized to present it to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, it has not the 
slightest doubt. 

What is most significant about such a pro- 
position ia the acknowledgment it carries 
with it ib&t the rebeliicn ia about crushed 
out, and that the rebels can resist no longer. 

BrIOADIIB-GIMRAL Edwabd H. Hobson. 
This distinguished and vigilant officer entered 
tho service as Colonel of tha 13th Kentucky 
Volunteer Infantry in the autumn of 1861, 
but in tho spring of 1863 received merited pro- 
motion to the rank of Brigadier-General, and 
the Colonelcy of the regiment was then de- 
volved upon Colonel William E. Hobson. 
This identity of names has led to frequent 
mistakes, into one of which we fell on the 
10;h iost, when noticing Colonel Hobson's 
brilliant expedition, resulting in tho capture 
of Adam Johnson »r v \ the dispersion of his 
geng, wbereaa that successful enterprise was 
conducted by General Hobson. The 13th 
Kentucky, under Colonel Hob3on, waa at the 
time beyond Atlanta, ia Georgia, under Sher- 
man, and has since been ordered home to be 
mustered oat of the service. The General 
and ihe Colonel have each won distinction and 
served with great ability, and, while both h^ve 
acquired laurels sufficient to gratify the honc-.t 
emti'ion of any officer, it ia of cauraa proper 
that the cbaplet woven for tho brow of the 
General should not be accidentally placed 
upon tho brow of the Colonel. We therefore 
moke tMB correction in justice to all parties 
and to gratify, as we know it will, the officers 
and men of the 1st brigade, who aro under 
the commiud of General Hobson.

PAYING OFF A PARTNER. 

It is no matter ol a-iy cone^qnenco on which 
ono of the great newspaper gtrejta of New 
York the following incident occurred — what 
wan really the name of the nevspiper in tho 
offico of which they took piano— or how many 
years have elapsed since that period. It is 
ctough to say that they did occur, under my 
own immediate observation, and so long ago 
that a good many of those who laughed most 
heartily at tho time have probab'y forg itten 
all about them. 

I was at that lime sub- editor, projf reader, 
writer of puffs and moral essays, and general 
man of all work for "a paper of wide cir- 
culation and extensive influent," which I 
may designate as- the Weekly Balloon, from 
tbe simple fact that I might some day find my 
tree pulled if I gave the real rjama. 

The Balloon was the joint property of two 
proprietore, who at the same time both offi- 
ciated as re*j.on ; ibl« Editors — the one, Wilson, 
looking most after the business attain, tho 
reading of the longer manuscripts, aud tho 
column of "Answers to Corre -pendente;" — 
land tho other, Burke, passing judgmmt npon 
the poetry and short tketches received^making 
selections, writing short stories, occasional bat 
very rare indulgences in longer ones, and hav. 
ing tho literary and belles l.'tt'es charge, of the 
paper gtnerally. Batii had been practical 
printers in curly life, and entera l tho odi o- 
rial profession through that legitimate chan- 
nel. 

No two men conld be more di similar, either 
in person or character, tii.iu Wilson and 
Burke, though ttey agreed capitally — perhaps 
for that very reason. VViUo.t was a tall man 
of gravely dastit- face, though with a merry 
twinkle in his blue eye, that showed how ca- 
pable be was of appreciating a j jke. 

Burke \-as the very oiilij.odes of Wilson. 
He whs short and stout, with a head of curly 
blacl: heir, nn \ a face s l owing tinmitraka'jle 
marks of Ilibcnran bletd, from which he 
was only a coupla of generations removed 
He was a jolly, rollicking, story-telJng felloe, 
fond of a joke, and wi.h n ; p opcnaiiy to con- 
ceal tho fact. Practical pranks were entirely 
in bis line, though ho did not find occasion to 
indulge iu them very often within tha precincts 
of the Balloon office. 

Tho editorial room of tho Bullion was at 
that time arranged into three divisions. It 
the ontcr, w^iea ran tha whole leagfi of tho 
room, I hod my de\k, while two or three oth- 
ers for the mail-tlerk and for chance contribu- 
tors were disttibated about tho wills and par- 
titions. The other half of the room was 
again subdivided, and in one of these halves 
Wilson had his desk, while Burks had his in 
the other. All the room was open at tho top, 
so that voices could bo heard when persona 
were in loud conver.ig.tion ; bat do ono couM 
cither see within tho room of the other, or 
hear what was said in a tone of voiee pitched 
at a low covertational key. 

As I occupied the outer room, and wa. there 
almost all the time during bu-iness hours, I 
necessarily iuw all who passed into the roams 
of either of the proprietors, and I sometimes 
acted as a sott of lazy u;hcr— (keeping my 
seat a'l the while) — to direct unaccustomed 
visitors to tha proper apartments. The Bal- 
loon had a largo corps of lady contributors, 
nearly all of whom brought their own manu- 
scripts to the office and made tho necessary 
arrangements for publication. 

I was scribbling away at my little desk one 
day, engaged in the melancholy occupation of 
writing up the "humorous department" of the 
paper, without a particle of humor either in 
myself or my material — when a lady came in 
at tho office door and inquired for Mr. Wilson. 
I not only directed her to tha door of his pri- 
vate den, but on that special ceeasion got up 
to show her >.cross the room. The lady had 
a roll of manuscript in her hand, and in that 
respect looked like any of the five hundred 
lady visitors. But while tho majority ot them 
looked decidedly passe (don't let the literary 
la.'ies suppose I tint slaudoi iug theml — liiorary 
talent, whether in man or woman, seldom 
ripens so as to be at ailah'.e, until tha first ro es 
of youth havo died from tie cheek) — whits tao 
majority of them looked decidedly passe, I 
say, this woman was a Cleoeatr* of dark 
beauty. I remember her lioks, and even her 
dress (which was of light plait Bilk, robe and 
mantle, and the mantle heavily quilled), to 
this day. Heavy masses of curling black 
hair — magnificent dark eyes, with lashe* that 
swept her check — a rote- bud mouth and cheeks 
of peachy bloom that had never been bought 
at the perfumer's — a figure of queenly height 
and proportion — allthue I taught at a glan.e; 
and if I had cot been a poor devil of a sub- 
editor, without even a private ro om or a li- 
cense to fall in love, 1 should havejyecomo 
thoroughly intoxicated witu her in tho short 
fpace ot time that shf) required to cross from 
the outside door to that of Wilson's canetum 

As it was, I only fell so much in lore as to 
bo able to describe her at this distance of lime. 
Sho passed into \Vil,on's room, and very soon 
a low murmur of conversation sprung up in 
that quarter. Though I could n X distingui-h 
the words, I could easily recognize the d.ffer- 
enco betwrcn two voices. Very soft and sweet 
was that of the lady, while Wilson's seemed 
low and tremulous, indicating that ho was 
somehow "knocked off his perpendicaUr," as 
Burke usetl to eay of him. This probably 
lasted halt an hour, aud then I hoard the 
moviDg of ■ 1 air-, as it the visitor was about 
to take her departure. D reetly the dior 
opened, and as Wilson was about to sho * her 
the extraordinary courtesy (for him) of ac- 
companying her across my room to tho outer 
door, that of Burke's room opened, and he 
came on', with bis pen in his mouth, ostensi- 
bly looking for his scissors, or tho paste-pot 
(there wa< id mueilage-pot read? at hand 
in those days), or some other very important 
trifle.

"Who is your wif !" broko out Wilson, 
now about as angry as his visitor. 

"My wife has been writing for you under 
the Dame of 'Jelie,'" said tha loud man. 
"You promised to look over her story, and 
she said yon were a gentleman. But I 6ee 
you are a big blackguard!" 

"Take care!" said Wilson, with a motion 
that looked ominously like an intention to 
strike, which he evidently reconsidered. "Your 
wife — Julie — I did not say so about any such 
woman! Whore is what you mean?" 

"Berel" thundered the loud man, handing 
tl c paper to Wilson with another slap of the 
hand. I raw that it was a copy of tho last 
Balloon. Wilson took tbe paper — read — rub- 
bed his eyes — read again — then burst out with 
one single word that told several volumes. 

I have seldom seen a man so ung.-y. Ha 
rushed to tho desk where I was yet sitting — 
threw eown the paper on it with a slam, and 
said: 

"What decs all this mean? Didn't you read 
that proof? — that pro-'f — Mere? — 'Answers to 

Correspondents' — 'Julie' " 

"Of course I read i !" I said, "and so dij 
you, for I saw you! What is the matter?" 

"Yes, I did read it myself!" sai l Wilson, 
"bnt there was no such cuescd staff there then!

The rtylc of composition is abominable, and 
the rtory exhibits a highly dep-aved taste 
whieh cannot fail to bring tha wri.cr into 
eventual misery. We have made arrange- 
ments for immediate destruction " 

Some printer had dexterously changed "ad- 
mirable" to "abominahle," "cultivated" to 
"depraved," "celebrity" to "misery," aid 
"publication" to "destruction" — miking, it 
will lo observed, rather a lnurked d:ffereaca in 
tbe tone of the notice. 
Perhaps Wilton did not wish to have me for 
witnos to any more of tho conversation, for 
ho i. v.i. d the loud man inside. I have no 
doubt he made any quantity of explanations, 
offered to publi h tto matter next week, and 
tendered s thousand apologies to the aggrieved 
lady. I heard some of tne words, especially 
those of the husband, though not eniuih to 
give me the chain of his ofcervati >ns. What- 
ever may have occurred, tha loud man did not 
lcok in much better Jjumor when he came out, 
and I noticed that he took tho roll of manu- 
script away with him It nerer Cima back to 
the Balloon (fiioe (I may as well say here), 
nor did the lady of the dark eyes ever again 
cress tha thrtshold while I remained in that 
employment.

end of all which was that tho my»tery was n it 
cleared np in the least degree, exeopt that the 
p. h ui: « -re exonerate ' 

Wilson ma 'e a straight guess at the perpe- 
trator of the prank, however, I fancy, from the 
firm. I an; very ture that / did, from the mo 
me-nt of readi rg the altered paragraph. S?me 
nif.ht during the week, when all the printers 
had gone home, Bu ko h^d quietly gmo np to 
the consp'.s : ng roem — made the alterations, in 
the roids' of diabolical chuchles ovor the scrap: 
into which b>' was getting Wilson, and g f 
away again, as tho newsp-pers say of the pick- 
e's v. ho barn buildings in the occupancy of tha 
hostile arm) — "without br-inj discovered." It 
was not Wilscn to ray a word t.> Barke on the 
subject, even if bo had proof of tne operation 
He Daturally preferred to dissemble his chagrin 
and "prty him off'' when the proper tiia'; should 
arrive." 

That time arrived, not many month? after, 
thongb long euough f„r Burke to have relaxed 
the etrictnce'S of his watch for a "ii ;k back 

Burko was really a very spirited sketch, 
writer, and he wrote longer stories, when he 
wculd enter upon the labor, that won and da- 
served popularity. Ho won that suc cess, too, 
when he did strive for it, without pluming at 
all into tho deeply sensational or "blood-and- 
tbundcr" style of literature. For anj*thing of 
the latter class he had a mos* unmitigated con- 
tempt, and would about as soon have takon a 
doee of strychciDe as willingly allowed bis 
name to be appended to anything that has fur- 
niebed us tho "Fiery Fiend of Fiddlofaddle," 
and the "Lr.st of tho Blood Tubs. ' 

Burke finally commenced a story of English 
life, one wc*ek, after gathering cm inimou?e 
amount of material for a tale which should 
run through fifteen or twenty numbers. What 
the name was is now a matter of no conse- 
quence. He had an unlimited number of 
characters involved, and managed them, in tha 
opening chapters, with extraordinary skill 
Sharp, keen character-sketching, with trench- 
ant wit, graphic descriptions of scenery, criti- 
cisms on art and literature, and all the pie is 
antor and more refined characteristics of tha 
novelette, were the staple of what.

"Never mind," he said to the foreman. 
"Wait till to-morrow morninjr, and we will 
try to find something to fill up tbo space." 
Tbe fctcman accordingly went np stairs again. 

A few miuMtes after, I saw Wilson coma out 
into the outer room and get the hanging- file 
of the current volume of tho Balloon, which 
he took in with bim From that time I did 
not see anything of him during the entire 
afternoon, except once or twice when I had 
occasion to go into tbe room for a m -meat, in 
which instances he was scribbling avay at his 
desk w '.ih rai!ro?.d speed, paying no at.ention 
to anybody or anything. Toward night I sa-v 
him send up to tho printers a large roll of mat- 
ter, f nd sunpo-eti, of courso, that ho had baen 
supplying the vacant space of Bjrke's story 
with foxuu lucubrations of his own. 

When the story proofs came down to me, 
lata tbe next day, i altered my opinion as to 
what Wi'son had been doing. With a fall 
recollection of tho prank played by his pirtner 
in the "Notices to Corrc>pondents," Wilson 
tad ntt been ftippls ing tho place of Bsrke's 
story, but sup/dying Burke's story itsel/7 And 
such a supply! Barke bad intended tha story 
to run Rt least two or three months longer, but 
ii had no occasion to run, or do ajything J o, 
after that — it was finished) 

It is impossible to partienlnrUe, at th T s dis- 
tance of time, as I have no copy, tho conten's 
of that wonecrful three or fe>ur columns. But 
I distinctly remember that ha brought all tha 
characters over to this country, took them to 
tho We. I , i..tr. din ed an Italian ban < it, two or 
three Arab", and an elephant, and in the con- 
eluding chapter killed off no less than eloven 
of the prcm nent pcrson'g"8 by varioas cruel- 
ties, from ducts und taking p-h t cn, to the 
blowing up ot a powder-mill, and tha running 
off a wholo train of cars into the Mississippi! 
It was certainly a most stupeadout perform- 
ance; and th re, at tho h' ud of that fearfal 
rsa'i of droll impossibility and absurdity, stool 
the nitm( of Bnrko an author. 

Exactly in that shnpa the conclusion of tha 
story went out to tho leaders of the Balloon. 
If it did not quite sati'fy the rea lors who had 
been interested in the original story, I faftcy it 
furnished as much amusement as could well 
havo been extrac cd from tha seme space in 
any human language. The general im; r >oS on 
was, I believe, that Burke must hivowrittaa 
these concluding chapters while suffering un- 
der a fit of delirium tremens, and that the stuff 
had crept in'o the paper withont Wilson's see- 
ing it. Tii at is about as near, by the way, as 
human calculations generally come to the 
reality. 

It wi s two days after tha publication when 
Burke leached the city. S jiaebo iy had shown 
him the paper, and his condition of hel dejj 
ra^io may he imagined, but if it is to be de- 
scribed somebody else beside myself must make 
the attempt. When ho reached tha ofliie, 
Wilson was sitting in his room, writtog, prob- 
ably, avid very qnict. Burke strode across the 
outer room, his face stsrmy as a thu .der- 
lourJ, flung op»n the door of Wilson's room, 
strode in, and broke out — 

•'Who in thunder ' 

He did not get any farther with the question 
at that moment, and I think he ne7cr did 
afterwards. I hi a d Wilson interrupt him, 
and I could fancy him lying coolly back in his 
chair as ho did so. 

"The same fellow, I suppose, who altered 
my ans a cr lo a correspondent, not long ago! 
Do you know wbo that was?" 

Burke's reply was a laujn. ne wai con 
qucred. They went out together u few min- 
utes a'ttr.vards, and I bare aa idea that they 
might have been found moisteniag their clay 
somewhere in tho neighborhood. At all 
events, they were both qui e as good friends as 
u.-uul. aft rwards, and no quarrel had grown, 
as I was afraid might be the case, oat of Pay- 
ing Off a Partner.

We have known tho 
6t.D.s of :i poor widotv, who, on no siccouat, 
would l.a-e permitted themselves to sit down 
to tabic wi.h their mother, without fir>t ar- 
ranging their, toilet ia tbft best manner their 
cirtstuustances would permit, and never suffered 
her, no matter what the temptation, to attend 
eturch or her weekly prayer meeting alone. 
This consideration extended to the nvuutost 
acis of their daily life, and was a most ( h inn- 
ing 'hing to see. Tne mother, it is hardly 
necessary to say, was a lady by birth and etiu- 
ratioD, and had cArt-fally practised toward her
